Not only are the number of persons 
to a family growing smaller when 
compared with returns made for pre- 
vious decades, but the number of per- 
sons to a house shows a marked de- 
crease. In 1881, the average size of 
a family Was 5.88 /persons, as against 
4.62 in-1921. With the ekveption of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, “every 
province shows a decrease*in the sizé 
of tho: family from 1911 to 1921, 
Spread over a period of 40 years, the 
Prince Edward Island family. shows 
the greatest decline, falling 1.85, and 
Ontarlo comes next with a drop of .96. 
In Quebec, there was a slight increase, 
the average in 1881 being 5.38,-and the 
standing forty: years later being 5.34. 

“Of the total number of dwellings 
reported in 1921, 84.91 were single 
houses, and 8.24 were semi-detached, 
while less than two per cent, were 
classed as apartments, Montreal ro- 
ported 12,815 apartment houses, as 
compared with Toronto’s 2,188, Van- 
couver’s 1,380, Halifax’s 987, Winnl- 
peg’s 892, Ottawa’s $880, St. John's 
862 and Hamilton's 672.

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WESTERN CANADA'S 
NEW INDUSTRY 


Mill In Winnipeg Making Cloth From 
Manitoba Wool 


A new industry is making itsel! ¢s- 
tablished fh Winnipeg-—the only one 
of fits kind in Western Cinada—and 


on its record since it was first Open 
ed a few months ago, is proving en 
tirely successful! It is the outcome 
says a writer in the Evening “Tribune 
from which there extracts are taken 
of dissitisfaction by Manitoba shee; 
breeders with wool marketing condi 
tions. 

The venture is the Manitoba Woo! 
en Miils. So. successful has it proy 
en since inauguration, that already 
plans are being drafted for further 
extensions to handle the business in 


prospect During the past season, 
110,000 pounds of wool, produced 
largely by Manitoba sheep-breeders 
was collected, and today blankets, 


auto rugs, tweeds, suitings, shiriing: 
socks and all kinds of flannel good 
are being turned out. 

A trip through the plant is perbap: 
one of the most interesting that the 
average wosterner, unacquainted with 
weaving, could make, 

The first place of Interest ts the 
“washing vats,” hot water, heated by 
steam, cleansing the wool received 
from the farmers of the province, It 
is then placed upon wire drains, froni 
which the water is allowed to run off 
and thence taken to a centrifugal 
drier. ‘This machine, which operates 
on the same principlé as the bowl of 
& cream separator, is packed as it re 
volves, From here, the wool is taken 
to a large room, heated by steam 
pipes, where it is placed on a wire 
frame, and spread out in layers. Un 
derneath a huge electric fan forces 
the hot air down through the wool, in 
this manner drying it, If it is to be 
dyed, the dyeing process follows this 
stage of the work, and fs done in huge 
vats. ; 

The next Stage is that of picking 
the wool, which is done by a machine 
which runs on the same principle as 
the cylinder ofa threshing machine, 
opening out the wool, as it passes 
through. ‘The fire danger point in a 
woolen mil] is located at this point, 
and to eliminate this risk, the wool is» 
forced from the machine to a fire 
proof room. ° 

Carding the wool is the next siep in 
the process, and this again is done by 
means otf specially constructed ma 
chinery known as “the card.” By 
mechanical devices the feed ef wool is 
automatically controlled and the wool 
is evenly fed to the rollers. A knife 
like arrangement, across the end of 
the last roller separates the wool as 
it passes aver, and the wool is carried 
across over specially arranged pulleys 
in a long, narrow roll, Here the wool 
fs fed into the machine in long, regu- 
lar strips, and it fs here that the 
threads of yarn are made. 

After being wound on large spools, 
four big looms fs the next objective of 
the yarns, and here the climax of the 
operations fs reached. 

From the reel the threads-—hun- 
dreds of them—are carried across 
through a wire “harness” arrange- 
ment to the opposite side of the spin- 
ner. <A shuttle passes back and forth 
between the threads as they come 
through the “harness,” completing the 
weave of the cloth, the finished pro. 
duct passing out in strips of 70 to 90.

The cloth is then taken to another 
vatlike arrangement, where stretched 
on rollers, and forming a continuous 
belt, {t passes through a special soap 
and water preparation, which not only

now the finished cloth, then for the 
second time goes to a dryer, finally 
emerging to be placed on huge 
stretchers, where the drying operation 
is. completed without permitting 
wrinkling.

Investigating Old Claims 


Disputes Half Century Old Wit-Be

It is known 
as the Pecuniary Claims Commission, 
and it was set ‘up under an agreement 
between Great Britain and America 
that was signéd in 1910. 

The * commission met in 1913-14, 
and heard other claims that. dated 
from about 100 years ago, The war 
then interrupted its proceedings. 

Claims it now has to hear, besides 
those about Fiji, include the two put) 
forward by Great Britain on behalf of 
a cable company whose® cables were 
cut by the American navy during the 
Spanish-American war, and one — by 
America concerning the supply of 
bridging material for the Orange Free 
State before the Boer War. d

Arctic Expedition 


Will Give Assistance in Polar Flight 
If Needed 

A United States naval aviaior will 
participate in an attempt next sum- 
mer to traverse the Arctic vegions by 
airplane, the navy department at 
Washington has announced Lieut. 
Ralph E. Davison will pilot one of the 
three planes, making up the convoy.
